In time, Arnold Rimmer acceptad 
that he was never to be lucky in love 
and his outlook on such matters 
became quite justifiably pessimistic. 
Therefore, It came as no great surprise 
when ən escape pod purporting to 
belong to Prison Officer Barbre Bellini 
happened to be carrying e rampaging 
Simulant Instead, nor when hologram 
Doctor Hildegarde Lanstrom proved to 
be completely loopy Even when 
Rimmer found himself bound and oiled 
by e рат ot scantilyclad handmaidens, 
he was inclined to look on the dark side 
- understandably, as the ciling was 
simply a preparation for the arrival of 
а hideous creature known as the 
Unspeakable One (in actual fact, 
Rimmer's own Setf-Loathing) 


When true love came then, it arrived 
totally unexpectedly Indeed, when 
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hologramatic Flight Commandar 
Мичалаһ Crane escorted Rimmer 
aboard the Holoship 'Eniightenment' 
he felt anything but love at first sight 

The career possibilities opened up to 
him by 'Entıghtenment' had pushed all 
thoughts of relationships completely 
out of his mind - and the results of that 
were quite astonishing For the first 
time, Arnold Rimmer found himself tal- 
king to a woman without any thoughts

For the first time in his Ше, he was 
€xpenencing true love. And more to the

Alas, t was a love that could never 
be. The only way Rimmer could remain 
on ‘Enlightenment’ was by replacing 
Nirvanah - nor could she come 
aboard 'Red Dwarf, where power 
limitations mean that only ona 
hologram can be projected at s time. 
The couple could never be together — 
but even so Rimmer's iove for 
Nirvanah wss so great that ha 
sacnficed everything ha had ever 
dreamed of, returning to 'Red Dwarf, 
30 that his beloved could continue to 
һе. 


ironically, Rimmer had just done 
what he had always, for the most part, 
sworn he wouldn't На had sacrificed 
his career for the sake of the woman 
he loved - and he found he was much 
happier for it! 


Ideally, the tale of Nirvanah Crane 
and Rimmer's final discovery of his own 
heart would be a very fitting conclusion 
to this examinabon of the women In 
Arnold Rimmer's ite. However, there is 
only one lady whose influence has 
been great enough to deserve such a 
alngular honour, one whose malign 
presence has over-shadowed every- 
thing he has ever sad or done 
throughout his existence — a woman 
who was harsh and unretenbng, who

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Most novelizations of papular films or 
television programmes are disappoint- 
ments. All too often, the book is а 
hastily written knock-off, meant to tie 
in with а film's release, ог 15 just а 
printed version of something thot has 
olreody aired on the small screen 
The ‘Doctor Who’ novelizations are а 
good example of this; while a handful 
of them have tried to flesh out the 
plots and characters of their respective 
episodes, most are bland retreads 
with little or nothing new ta offer the 
reader 

Thankfully, this is not the case 
with the Red Dwarf navels. Writers 
Rab Grant and Doug Naylor (writing 
as their gestalt entity Grant Naylor} 
hove taken their original stories, 
turned them inside-out, added a 
wealth of background material, and 
strung them back together in a series 
of funny, wonderfully inventive novels. 
Sa far the pair have written two 


books, ‘Red Dwarf and ‘Better 
Than Life’ (both now being pub- 
lished together in an Omnibus 
edition}, ond a third is promised 
in the near future For Red 
Dworf fans who are always 
clamauring to see more of their 
favourite characters between 
series, the novels are a great 
ploce to look (Аз 15 the 
Smegazine, of course! - Ed) 

‘Red Dwarf’ begins the saga 
and fully one third of the book 
is devatéd to the events before 
| the radiation occident that 
wipes out the ship's crew We 
meet Dave Lister, wha has been 
stranded on Mimas, ойег gel- 
ting drunk back en earth on his 
25th birthday and subsequently 
waking up slumped acrass a 
table in a burger bar, “wearing 
а lady's pink crimplene hat and 
a раг of yellow fishing waders, 
with no money and a passport 
и вото the пате of Emily 
Berkenstein When Lister gets 
drunk, he really gets drunk! 

We also get to meet some of 
he other characters, many of 
whom are seen for too briefly in 
the TV version. There's Lister's 
friend, Olaf Petersen, who gets 
so drunk that while having his 
personality copied for the helo- 
gram library, his recarding 
crashes three times with the mes- 
sage "Non-human Lifeform”.
